Extravai?iiiit Ecouomies. 


Many womeu who are extremely fru- 
gal in other things seem to have no idea 
of the value of time. 
Of their failures 
in this direction a writer in the Chris- 
tian Begister 
gives a few examples : 


"Do you not know 
many homes 
where the supply of cooking utensils is 
so unnecessaiily limited that a good 
deal of time is daily wasted and much 
extra labor expended in preparing 
the 
meals, by having to wash one saucepan 
in which to cook a second dish that 
could as well have been cooked with 
the same fire, and watched at the same 
time as the first? 
Or a towel must do 
duty as strainer or colander, no ac- 
count being made of the time required 
to wash the towel nor of its becoming 
worn or stained? 
Or a silver spoon is 
used to stir or lift food for the lack of 
iron or wooden ones? 
Why not afford 
such kettles and pans as are really 
needed for advantageous cooking and 
'save' in some other department ? 


"Have you ever seen some busy 
house-wife hanging out clothes on a 
cold, windy day, taking off a clothes- 
pin each time a garment is added to the 
line, trying to make the pin hold two 
and sometimes three articles? 
Since 
good clothes-pins can be had for 5 
cents per dozen, it seems rather far- 
fetched saving to stand on the icy 
ground double the time really required 
to shake out and hang the clothes, and 
run the risk of talcing cold while so 
doing. 


"Could any arithmetician 
compute 
the number of half hours spent in rear- 
ing a family of half a dozen children, 
in untying 'hard knots' in shoe-strings 
that are too short or so worn as to re- 
quire tying in more than one place, 
and must again be untied before the 
little shoes can be taken off? 
Shoe- 
strings cost, it may be^ 10 cents per 
dozen pairs. 
Could tlie hours which 
some mothers spend, during one year 
alone, in managing worn-out shoe-lac- 
ing in order to save a feA\ cents, not 
better be utilized in doing some sew- 
ing, or other work, by which enough 
could be earned to stock the family 
with shoe-strinffs for liie ? 


THE number of blind people in En- 
gland is relatively decreasing. In 1851 
there was one to every 979 of the popu- 
lation; in 1861, one to every 1,037: in 
1871, one to 1,052; and in 1881, one to 
1,138. 
It costs the Governinent ^200,- 
000 a year to maintain blind people in 
the almshouses.

Death of General Ouster. 


A Foraier Fort Wayne Boy Dies in 
Poverty, 


Mr. Harry Linden will be recalled as 
ft former Fort Wayne boy by a number 
of our citzens. He was a prominent 
mason, a clever actor and his friends 
will read this telegram from New York 
with sorrow: 


Harry Linden, one of the oldest actors 
in the country, died yesterday at 272 
West Fourth street, from injuries re- 
ceived by a fall last fUday. 
He was
